The German war office says the 
battle is proceeding with increasing 
fierceness and heavy loss of life, but 
that the efforts of the allies were 
unavailing. 
On the contrary, it is 
said, the Germans succeeded in cap- 
turing trenches from the French.

which the Germans captured only to 
lose on the following day, has been 
again taken from the Belgians, the 
Berlin statement announces. 


In the German campaign against 
Russia fighting has developed north 
of Suwalki, the result of which is 
not announced. 
Otherwise there is 
no change along this front. 


Russian staff officers regard the 
Austr^n operations in the Carpa- 
thians as having collapsed and are 
considering the best route for an in- 
vasion of Hungary. 
It is^ said in 
Petrogfad that all the main summits 
and slopes of the Beskid mountains 
ftre now in the hands of the Rus- 
sians.

p. m. today the Prinz Eitel Freidrich 
left her berth here and proceeded to 
Norfolk navy yard for internment, con- 
voyed by the naval tug Patuzent.

SEEK WAY INTO HUNGARY. 


Russians Say 
Austrian 
Operations 
Carpathians Have Collapsed.

Petrograd, April 9.—With the Rus 
Bian forces in possession of all the main 
Bunimits and slopes of the Beskid moun- 
tains army ofTicers here assert that tlie 
Austrian operations in the Carpathians 
have collapsed. The Russian general staff 
Is now considering the best approach 
into Hungarj'. 


The operations centering about Meso- 
laboroz, including the important poHits 
of Bartold, Lupkow and Uzsok. appear 
virtually to have ended, with the Au«- 
trians on the defensive along the whole 
line and 
perceptibly weakened. 
The 
deep snow which still covers the Car- 
pathians ridge stands in the way of a 
rapid advance into Hungary. 


It is expected that Germany's answer 
lo the Russian offensive will be the de- 
velopment of a new movement in Polan.l 
starting from Thorn or Cracow. 
But 
the invasion of Hungary is regarded in 
Petrograd as a foregone conclusion un- 
less the Germans arc able to transfer 
a formidable force of first-line troops to 
•tiifen the Austrian armies.

Plight of Refugees at Ameri 
ican Haven in Urimiah 
Most PitifuL 
ESCAPE FIENDISH 
KURDS BUT PERISB 


Stories of Atrocities and 
Tortures Almost Sur^i 
pass Belief. 


New York, April 9.—"A fearful raM 
of mortality^ among the 12,00 refugees« 
crowded into the yards of the Anuricaa 
mission at Urumiah, where it is said 
5,000 persons could scarcely find ac- 
commodation is 
reported 
in a 
com- 
mxmication received her© today through 
the state department at Washington by 
the Presbyterian board of foreign mis- 
sions. 


So great was the menace, it is said 
in the communica-tion that for a while 
it was unsafe for any one to leave the 
premises and consequently the bodies of 
the dead could not be buried. 
Later 
when the way was opened, the com« 
munication declares, one missionary wa^ 
kept busy attending to the burial of th^ 
dead. 
At times on an average of forty 
refiigees died every day. 


The communication, which is a cop> 
of one sent to F. W. Smith, American 
consul at Tiflis. Persia, by Rev-. Koberf 
^I. Labaroe, of Urumiah, described in de» 
tail the flight of Christians not 
on!j 
from 
Urumiah 
but 
from 
AzerlMujal 
province after the withdrawal of th< 
Russian troops, then continued in part 
as follows: 


Of the thousands who were forced to 
remain behind, their Aillages being so" 
situated that flight was impossible, only 
the future can pve us a correct roll of 
those murdered in cold blood and cruel 
tortures by the Kurds; of the women 
and girls carried off and of the children 
lost and the families separated in the 
time of this terrible catastrophe. 
All 
who could fled to the city and found the 
one shelter that gave them the best hop« 
of safety. That was oin- American mis- 
sion property guarded by the American 
flag and, what wa-s even more potent 
than the flag, was the position of influ- 
ence and confidence 
earned 
by 
long 
years of service by our missionaries. 


The 
communication 
then 
described 
how Dr. Packard, missionary physician, 
at the risk of his life, conferred with 
the Kurdish chiefs and begged that th< 
lives of the persons in a nearby village, 
which was being 
besieged, 
mijs^t 
ha 
given to him. 
He agreed that all p r ^ « 
erty In the village should be turned over 
to the Kurds. 


'He prerailed," the 
commimication 
says, "and in the middle of the night 
brought into the city with him mora 
than 1,000 men, women and children whfli 
had, by his intercession, been saved from 
massacre in its most horrible forms."

Fumes, Belgium, April 9.—A dramatic 
duel ii^ the air in which a German air- 
craft was brought down by Roland G. 
Garros, a famous French aviator, inside 
the allied lines, was described last night 
by ;Major Raoul Ponytus, son of the for- 
mer Belgian minister of war, who wit- 
nessed the combat. 
The Germans at 
first succeeded in rising above Garros' 
machine, but the latter, by a clever 
twist, cscaped, and then flew atop the 
German. 


"From this moment the German's po- 
sition 
became 
critical," 
said 
Major 
Ponytus, "for Garros overtook him rap- 
idly. Presently the crackling of a quick 
firer showed the Frenchman judged him- 
self sufficiently near to take the oflFen- 
eive. 
Could the German escape? 
It 
seemed difficult, for Ckirros shot forward 
in great bounds, getting 
nearer 
and 
neater, but the German observer used 
his carbine freely and it seemed that a 
bullet might strike the Frenchman. 


"Suddenly a long jet of white smoke 
Ifushed from- the German machine and 
then a little flame which in an instant 
enveloped the whole aeroplaiie. 
Not- 
withstanding 
the extreme 
peril 
tha 
pilot took to flight, but his eiTort to es- 
cape soon was converted into a horrify- 
ing downward plunge. 
The aeroplane, 
a mass of flames, struck the ground with 
a sickening thud a score of yards from 
me and a column of black smoke min* 
gled with sheet« of fire poured from the 
fallen machine. I ran to the aeroplana, 
which had fallen close to a ditch, and 
soon put out the fire. The aviators, hor- 
ribly burned, were dead when I reached 
them. The gasoline tank contained two 
bullet holes. 
The machine was marked 
Ko. 2, Fortieth flotilla. Itg six'cyUnder 
engine was very heavy and this ex* 
plained its rapid fall.

FIGHTING IN WEST 
GROWS MORE FIERCE 


London, April 9.—^The French move- 
ment between the Meuse airf the Lor- 
raine frontier is developing; a ^iiatinct 
offensive, with Gen. Joffre pushing; his 
advance, while the Germans are makinir 
fierce counter attacks. 
This is the sub- 
stance of the latest dispatches reachiu^ 
London from the continent. 


According to an analysis of the situa- 
tion the French offensive movement of 
the îkst few days has been on thr^e sor- 
tions. 
The first is on a front of four- 
teen miles to the east of Verdun, the 
actual line running southeast from a 
point near Etain; the second on a front 
between St. Mihiel and Pont-a-Moii.i- 
son, where the French are attackinj;, 
and the third is in the north in the» vi- 
cinity of Guesain ville, where the French 
now dominate the valley of the Orn-; 
and threatening the railroad beyond thn 
river Orne with attack. 


The French 
advance 
is thus beiii:,' 
pressed from three bases in three dif- 
ferent directions. 
According to Paris 
official reports French forces on fronts 
many miles long have occupied ni»r/ 
ground, measuring from several hun- 
dred yards to two miles deep. That the 
German resistance to these advances has 
been stubborn is strikingly indicated 
by the French report that the Germans, 
on one point of the attack, left 1,000 
dead on the field. 


From the diplomatic standpoint in- 
terest is again 
centering 
in Greece, 
where former 
Premier 
Venizelos, ap- 
parently despairing 
of 
obtaining 
the 
support of King Constantiuc iu his ef- 
forts to secure a retraction of the re- 
pudiation of his policy by the present 
cabinet, has decided to retire from pol- 
itics and may leave the country. 


Special dispatches from Hungary ex- 
press the belief that the Kussians are 
fighting 
their battles 
in 
the Carpa- 
thians for deliberate political ends, the 
chief of which is to sever 
Hungary 
from the dual monarchy. 
Some contii- 
niation is given this theory by the re- 
ported alarm in Italy over the possi- 
bility 
of Austria-Hungary 
couHuding 
a separate peace with Kussia. 


Dispatches received here by way of 
Athens set forth that the allied fleet 
facing tlie Dardanelles is not far from 
Bolair, on the Gallipoli peninsula, but 
this news is without official confirma- 
tion. 


Nothing has come to hand to .confirm 
the rumor 
circulated 
yesterday that 
Germany had declared wai- upon Hol- 
land. 
Military movements are reported 
along the Dutch border, but such ac- 
tivity continually has marked Holland's 
uneasy neutrality in the past, and con- 
sequently the present developmejjts aro 
not invested with marked significance.

Now the Bankers Speak. 


, The past few weeks have brought forward from many sources 
feports, statistics, estimates, opinions and forecasts on general husi- 
àeâB conditions throughout the country that have been optimistic in 
tone, they have insisted that- depression has been stemmed, that 


general business and industrial conditions are on the upgrade and 
declared that the outlook is steadily becoming more roseate. None 
4f them, however, have been more pronounced that are the reports 
4|f national bank examiners which have just been made public at 
W^hin^ton. Eighty of the ninety experts employed in this work 
By thé federal government have reported a permanent improvement 
m business over the country, and it is declared that Maine is the 
angle state in which real depression exists. 


It is interesting to note the basis for the optimism of the bank 
fetatniiiers. They point out that agricultural conditions are general-i 
ly èxcellent, that commercial lines are enlarging their activities and 
ihat inaiiufacturing is "on the increase. This is notably true in the 
côsè of those industries having orders for supplies from foreign 
countrie^s. Many important orders for rails and cars have been 
placed by the railroads. The south is now enjoying an active eot- 
tOn market at advancing prices. 


/'The western states and the Pacific states," the report contin- 
«S," are showing a general improvement. The lumber industry is 
Hlowly recovering in these states and the number of tourists exceed 
el^pectations. Mining is resuming on a larger scale and the crop 
conditions are excellent. The New England and middle Atlantic 
«tatës, and portions of the central west, seem to feel the past depres- 
sion to the greatest extent. Farmers, however, generally have had 
satisfactory results; but manufacturing is feeling the improvement 
to the least extent. The bond market has become active on a higher 
level, (xenerally banks have an abundance of money. The tendency 
hàs been for all to curtail needless expense.

trial eighty-nine others have 
pleaded 
guilty, making 116 accused ol participa- 
tion in the election frauds. 


The testimony in the case tried and 
the eighty-nine pleas of guilty leave litt 
tie doubt that there ti^as a periiatent 
and systematic regime at Terre Haute 
engaged in falsifying 
eIc<H;ion return* 
for the maintenance of its powers. The 
methods were not especially acute. 
In 
fact, they strike the average observer 
as rather crude. But the machine was 
apparently fortified in its belief that 
its political pull would protect it against 
prosecution. 
This belief seems to have 
been pretty well founded, too; since 
Was. only when its practices involvinj[ 
an election 
that 
included 
a Unite<i 
States senator and congressman, brought 
it within the jurisdiction of the Uni- 
ted States- court and secured trial and 
exposure. 
It is to be hoped that the 
latter will cause the dropping of that 
kind of stealing in politics.

DAVID ANOINTED KINQ. 


LESBON TBXT-I Bamuel 16:4-11. 
dOliDBN TEXT—Man looketh on th® 
outurard sppearance, but Jehovah looketh 
ea tlM bMTt-Z Samuel 1S:7 B. Y. 


After A« eTant« recorded in last 
Sunday's lesson iSamuel retired to 
Ramah nev^r again to see Saul's face. 
Samuel "mourned" (15:35) i. e., be* 
walled and lamented the deposed king. 
It was noble for Samuel thus to be 
grlered orer Saul's sin; still, God had 
work for him to do. There is a sor- 
rotr that "worketh repentance" which 
Is pleasing In the sight of Ood, but 
that Idle sorrow which spends itself 
in tmprofltable mourning is detrimen- 
tal to man and a hindrance to the 
kingdom of God (ch. 8:7; 16:1). Men 
may fall but the kingdom goes for- 
ward. W« do not interpret verse 3 
as suggesting any subterfuge on God's 
part but rather that God refused to 
pay any attention to Samuel's fear. 
God ans^ ¡ers fear by giving us duties 
to perfor & and in their performanc» 
we are d aivered from our fears. 


I. Davl(/ Chosen to Be King, vv. 4-10. 
Saul, the clamorous choice of the peo> 
pie, was not succeeded by David—"the 
man after God's own heart"—for sev- 
eral years after this lesson. 
God's 
will in this matter was shown to 
..Samuel progressively: (a) in chapter 
13:14 Samuel is informed that God 
bath sought "a man after his own 
heart:" (b) in 16:1 he is told to go 
and find the king whom God had pro- 
vide^ 
(c) 
in verse 
12 Samuel 
is at last definitely told whom God 
has selected. This selection is in ac- 
cordance with the prophecy made cen- 
turies before regarding the kingly 
Bcepter (Gen. 49:10). 
Of course it 
was high treason, this atft Samuel was 
about to perform, and Saul yet had 
many friends and supporters (v. 2). 
God seems to have permitted Samuel 
to use one avowed purpose to con- 
ceal the real one, but "suqh a course is 
ione to use but sparingly'' (Maclaren). 
Ck}d can and does protect those whom 
he sends (Ps. 34:7) and "man is im- 
mortal till his work is done." 
Just 
what or how did not concern Samuel 
for he had God's promise (v. 3). A 
step at a time 'was sufficient and la 
taking each step Samuel was to tell 
the exact truth. 


Thus God guides and tests his senr- 
ants. Samuel was a judge as well as 
a prophet (ch. 7:16) and the people 
of Bethlehem were agitated at his 
arrival. 
It may be, too, that these 
elders were fearful of. incurring the 
displeasure of Saul. 
There was no 
occasion for fear, as Samuel's purpose 
waa to sacrifice and his mission one of 
peace even as the angelic messengers 
Kho quieted the shepherds with their 
message of "peace" when 
"great 
David's greater son" was ushered into 
the world. Jesse was a grandson of 
Ruth the Moabitess and also a de> 
kcendant of Rahab the harlot. 
On 
his father's side he belonged to the 
¡strong tribe of Judah. He was evl- 
idently a man of some wealth, certain-

See and before, the feast Samuel is 
ade acquainted with the sons of 
esse.

Los Angeles, April 9.—H. E. Westgate, 
of this city, has applied for a patent on 
an automatic umpire he has invented that 
i-ecords strikes and balls, returns the ball 
to the pitcher, and presents a right or 
left hand dummy batter by a simple twist 
of the wrist. 
The device has been tested 
by league pitchers and they declare it Is 
accurate to the fraction of an inch. 


It consists of a 
backstop eight feet 
square provided with dummy batters, pne 
right and one 
left 
handed, 
cleverly 
painted. 
Between these two batters the 
figure of a catcher (all figures being life 
size) is painted. 
The -strike 
recording 
device is between the two batters and 
one or the other of the latter is aiito- 
matrically covered up so that the target 
presented is the same as a pitcher would 
face on the ball field. 


Eictending towards the pitcher for a 
distance of twenty feet is a strong frame, 
covered on the top and both sides by 
heavy netting. 
The bait as it bounds 
from the backstop either strikes against 
<he nettinf? and eventually reaches 
an 
inclined alley, or hounds straight. back 
and goes into the alley part way be- 
tween the backstop and the pitcher. The 
result Is the same, as it is returned to 
the pitcher's box. 


League and amateur pitchers declare 
the device is great for "warming up' 
work, as no catcher is necessary, and in 
practicing control of the 
ball or 
new 
curves. 
The eye of the umpire also can 
be tested by allowing him to call balls 
and strikes on any number of balls, and 
then compare his judgment and score 
with 'that of the automatic recording de- 
vice which, in the meantime, is con- 
cealed.

licked John L. standing 6 feet 1 Inch and 
weighing 178 pounds. 
The averaga of 
these figures are given above. 


Jim Jeffries stood 6 feet 
inch and 
weighed 220 pounds. Jack Johnson atood 
6 feet 1 Inch and weighed approximately 
230 during th© latter part of his career. 
Willard, the giant, stands 6 feet 6 inches 
and weighs 238 pounds. These three give 
an average of 229 1-3 pounds and 6 feet 
2 1-3 inches in height for the twentieth 
century champions.

a 
statement prepared today the National 
Geographic society tells something 
of 
the colonial troops now on the 
firing 
line in the "war in Europe. 
The state- 
ment says: 
~ 


"Asia, Africa and Australasia 
have 
furnished their quotas of men to the 
firing line« in Einrope. 
Among these 
foreign troops that have most distin- 
guished themselves in European warfare 
are the French Turcos and the English 
Singhalese. 
This is the first appear- 
ance of the Singhalese upon European 
battlefields, but the Turcos have been 
employed oii the white continent several 
times. 


"The Singhalese are natives of Cey- 
lon. 
There are, strictly speaking, about 
2,500,000 of them. 
They are settled in 
the central and southern divisions of the 
island. They are members of the Aryan 
family by language, but, in blood, they 
are a very mixed race, though basically 
they are of white blood. 
They are de- 
scendants of colonists from the valley 
of the Ganges, who are thought to have 
settled in, Ceylon about 500 years be- 
fore the birth of Christ. 


,"Tlie Singhalese have remained a sta- 
tionary folk since the opening of th* 
Christian era. 
Their costumes, customs 
and manner of life are much the same 
today that they were more than 2,00C 
years ago. 
In appearance, the men of 
this people are peculiarly effeminate.

Washington, April 9.—Cloae study by 
officials of Germany's note assuming full 
liability for the destruction of the Amer- 
ican sailing ship Wm. P. Frye, reyeate 
many points that may have a far rea«ti- 
ing effect on other legal questions aris- 
ing between the United States and Ger- 
many during the present war, 


Germany's acceptance of the treaty ot 
1828 as still binding would make it 
apparently incumbent on her, officials 
thought, to pay for any losses sustained 
by American shippers of contraband ar.- 
ticles in American vessels although the 
right to lawfully detain such cargoes 
and compensate the owners at a later 
date was reserved. 


There is a question also in the minds 
of officials 
here whether 
the treaty 
would not give American owners the 
right to recover damages for the loss of 
their goods aboard the vessels of Ger- 
many's enemies.

A\Tiilc working on an electric light 
pole in front of 918 Harrison street, be- 
tween Wayne and Washington streets, 
late Thursday afternoon, Edwin Hack- 
ett, 32, residing at 1728 Andrew street,

Mrs. Paul Xachigall conveyed the 
news to her as delicately as she could 
and a most pitiable scene followed. She 
completely collapsed, it becoming neces- 
sary to call a physician to attend her. 
Mr." and IVIrs. Hackett had been married 
about three years and 
a half. 
Mrs. 
Hackett formerly lived in Monroeville. 


Hackett was assisting in lowering the 
wire carrying the 4,000 volte of electric- 
ity when, it is believed, the wire fell 
against his head, causing a circuit. That 
it must have been grounded is the opin- 
ion of the other workmen. He was not 
badly burned, there being slight bums 
on his head, left hand and right foot. 


Hackett had been in the employ of 
the traction company for a number of 
years, at one time acting as "trouble 
shooter." 
Some years ago he also was 
employed as an electrician by the Penn- 
sylvania company. He is survived by a 
wife.

Buenos Aires, A. II., April 6.—It will 
not be long before 
a 
new 
industry 
springs up in tlie Argentine, namely 
the manufacture of perfumes. 
The re- 
markable fertility of the vast tracts of 
uncultivated land in the Gran Cliow is 
most 
favorable to the e^ltivation of 
plants that are nccessarj- to that indus 
try. 
Sonor Gancedo, governor of the 
territory, has reported upon the growth 
of flowers of all kinds and has stated 
that he hopes to see the exportation 
of perfumery begun in a short time 
The amount of tilled land in this part 


of the republic is ^comparatively small 
for one can travel mile after mil© by 
railway without meeting any cultiva- 
tion. 
A plan is now being pushed by 
government officials for the encourage- 
ment of ^settlement, the idea being to j 
allow persons to remain on the land • 
for two years free of charge, in hopes" 
that after that period of establishing 
themselves thev will be Avilling to stay.;

Albany, X. Y., April 9,—One of the 
largest spots ever seen bj' astronomers 
is noM- visible on the surface of 
the 
sun and, according to the scientist« who 
have measured it, it is about 
54,150 
miles in diameter or several times larg- 
er than our earth. 
Along with this spot 
is a smaller one which extends over an 
area of about 150,000 miles in length. 


Many of the various opinions 
have 
been held as to what, if any, influence 
these sun spots have un the earth, but 
astronomers are now pretty generally 
agreed that they have practically 
no 
influence whatever unless it be 
that 
they may cause magnetic stornu. 


Professor Benjamin Boss, director of 
the Dudley observatory in Albany, whfen 
asked about the phenomenon said: 
"Sun spots as they are called appear 


at somewhat regular periods reachmg 
the maximum about every eleven years. 
The last maximum period of spots was 
in 1905 so another maximum is due in 
1916. 
In maximum periods the number 
of the spots run as high sometimes as 
one hundred, while in normal 
times 
there arc no spots visible on the siui, 
Nature of Sun Spots. 


"A sun spot is a disturbance on the 
surface of that body. 
They are prob- 
ablv the result of an eruption of gases 
and what we see are the gases falling 
back into the sun. 
A 
curious 
fact 
about sun spots is that they revolve m 
spiral form like a whirlwind and no 
two spots, when they appear in pairs, 
as they generally do, revolve in 
the 
same direction. 


"The only, effcct they have 
on the 
earth, if any, is that 
they 
probably 
cause magnetic storms which at times, 
especially during maximum periods, are 
so violeiit that they afTect 
telegraph 
instruments and other delicate electri- 
cal appliances. 
They have no 
effect 
whatever 
on 
barometric 
conditions, 
however, as has been at times supposed. 


"Another interesting feiattu-e of 
sun 
spots 
that very often when they are 
numerous, the aurora borealis also is 
seen so it is highly probable that' this 
year and next this phenomenon will be 
seen frequently."

Philadelphia, April 9.--SlaBg wa® oc- 
casionally used by the apostles In writ-, 
ing the new Testament although they 
never lacked reverence and decorum, ac- 
cording to Prof. Camden M. Cobem, ex- 
plorer and archaeologist. 
In his lecture 
on "Discoveries Conceming the 
New 
Testament," delivered here yesterday, he 
declared that papyri imearthed during 
the last twenty years proves that the 
writers of the new Testament used the 
vernacular Gr^k of that time and not 
an inspired Greek different from any 
other tongue on, earth. 


Prof. Gohem annoimced that he has 
lately catalogued 3S copies of the new 
Testament written on papyrus between

Twenty-two other copies, he said, have 
been catalogued by Sir F. G. K^nyon, 
the London archaeologist.

Engineer Joseph Wood Ex- 
pires in Hospital After 
Surgical Operation. 


Joseph Wood, a brother of IMrs. Frank 
r. Benoy «nd whose early life was spent 
tn Fort Wayne, died in a hospital in 
^nama following a surgical operation 
April 5. This was the substance of a 
Wlegram received by Mrs. Joseph Gair; 


Nickel Plate and remained in that ca- 
pacity until twenty-two years ago, when 
he resigned to go to Mexico. 
He was 
employed at the throttle on one of the 
most important roads in that Country 
until the war made a residence there 
not only unpleasant, but dangerous, and 
he left Mexico and went to Panama. 
There he ran an engine for the United 
States government in the work of build- 
ing the canal, until the latter Avas com- 
pleted. From Panama he went to Uru- 
guay and took employment on the Guay- 
atuil and Quito railroad and was there 
when he wrote his last lette> to his rel- 
ative in Fort Wayne. In thafiaj^ter he 
spoke of being slightly ill and subse- 
quent events lead to the belief that he 
went to Panama purposely to submit te 
a surgical operation. 


]\ir. Wood 
was 
a 
member of tlie 
Brotherhood of Ix)comotive Engineers 
and attended all of the biennial conven- 
tions of the international body since he 
went south. On those occasions he ob- 
tained a long leave of absence and spejnt 
a portion of the time with his relatives 
in the states. In his last letter he spoke 
with evident pleasure of his intention 
to attend the B. L. E. meeting in Cleve- 
land in May and said he would proba- 
bly remain here several weeks, and pos- 
sibly for good. He was expected here 
the latter part of April. 


Possessed of genial traits and a most 
pleasing personality, Joseph Wood made 
and retained friends wherever Ifis went. 
To the hundreds of his warm friends in 
Fort Wayne the newg^ of his death will 
be a most shocking surprise.

Sunday's lesson ;Samuel retired to 
Ramah never again to see Saul's face. 
Samuel "mourned" (15:35) 1. e., be- 
wailed and lamented the deposed king. 
It was noble for Samuel thus to be 
grieved over Saul's sin; still, God had 
•work lor him to do. There is a sor- 
row that "worketh repentance" which 
1» pleasing in the sight ot God, but 
that Idle sorrow -which spends Itselt 
In unprofitable mourning is detrimen- 
tal to man and & hindrance to the 
kingdom of God (ch. 8:7; 15:1). Men 
may fall but the kingdom goes for- 
•ward. We. do not interpret verse 3 
S.B suggesting any subterfuge on God's 
part but rather that God refused to 
pay any attention to Samuel's fear. 
God answers fear by giving us duties 
to perform and in their performance 
•we are delivered from our fears. 


I. David Chosen to Be King, vv. 4-10. 


Saul, the clamorous choice of the peo- 
ple, was not succeeded by David—"the 
man after God's own heart"—for sev- 
eral years after this lesson. 
God's 


•will In this matter was shown to 
Samuel progressivelyr (a) In chapter 
13:14 Samuel is informed that God 
hath sought "a man after his own 
heart;" (b) In/16:1 he is told to go 
and find the king whom God bad pro- 
vided; 
(c) in versa 
12 Samuel 


:is at last definitely told whom God 
has selected. This, selection Is in ac- 
cordance with the prophecy made cen- 
turies before regarding the kingly 
>cepter (Gen. 49:10). 
Of course it 


, : ;waa high treason, this atft Samuel was 


'about to perform, and Saul yet had 
many friends and supporters (v. 2). 
God seems to have permitted Samuel 
to use one avowed purpose to con- 
ceal the real one, but "such a course li 
one to use but sparingly" (Maclaren). 
God can and does protect those whom 
he sends (Ps. 34:7) and "man is im- 
mortal till his work is done."

A 
step 'at a time was sufficient and la 
taking each step Samuel was to tell 
tho exact truth. 


Thus God guides and tests his serv-

«f this city, lias applied for a patent on 
an automatic umpire he has Invented that 
records strikes and balls, returns the ball 
to tin: pitcher, and presents a richt or 
left hand dummy hatter liy a simple twist 
of tho wrist. The device has been tested 
by league pitchers and they declare it Is 
accurate to the fraction of an inch. 


It consists of a backstop eight feet 


square provided with dummy batters, ono 
right and one 
l»ft 
handed, 
cleverly 


painted. 
Between these two batters the 


flsure of, a catrher (all lisures being llfo 
size) Is'painted. 
The strike recording 


device Is between the two batters and 
one or the other of the latter Is auto- 
matrlcally covered up so that the target 
presented is the .same us a pitcher would 
fai-e on the bull Held. 


Kxtending towards the pitcher for a 


distance of twenty feet is a strong frame, 
covered nn the top and both sides by 
heavy ncttinft. 
The ball as It bounds

statement prepared today the National 
Geographic societv tells something of 
the colonial troops now on the firing 
line in the war in Europe. 
The state- 


ment says: 


"Asia, Africa, and Australasia 
have 


furnished their quotas of men to the 
firing lines in Kiirope. 
Among these 


foreign troops that have most distin- 
guished themselves in European warfare 
are the French Turcos and tho English 
Singhalese. 
This is the first appear- 


ance of • the Singhalese upon European 
battlefields, but tlie Turcos have IICT. 
employed on the white continent several 
times. 


"The Singhalese are natives of Cey- 


lon. There are, strictly speaking, about 
2,500,000 of them. They are settled in 
the central and southern divisions of the 
island. They are members of the Aryan 
family by language, but. in blood, they 
are a very mixed race, though basically 
they are of white blood. They are de- ' 
fscendants of colonists from the valley 
of the Ranges, who aro thought to have 
settled in Ceylon about 500 years be- 
fore the birth of Christ. 


"The Singhalese have remained a sta- 


tionary folk since the opening of tin 
Christian era. 
Their costumes, customs 


and manner nf life- are much the same 
today that they were more than 2,000 
years ago. In appearance, tho men of 
this people are peculiarly effeminate. 
Their-bodies are slender and their foa; 
hires are delicate. Their dress is wom- 
anish, even to the extent of fasteninp 
their long hair back from the forehead 
by means of dainty combs. The men 
also, wear ear-rings. Xcvcrthelcss, ihc 
Singhalese have managed to cover them 
selves with glory by brilliant service 
in the fearful battlefields of Europe. 


"The Turcos are a French military or 


ganization; not a folk. 'Turcos' is tin 
name which the French have applicc 
to those troops that they have formec 
out of natives of Algeria. 
They are 


of Arabic and negro stock, 
and

among the host trained colonial troop: 
in the. world. 


"The Turcoa were organized in th 


first instance, as was also the cose wit' 
tho Foreign Legion, solely for employ- 
ment in Algeria. However, France carl 
fonnd use • for them in other fields. Tn 
1S5D, the Turcos went • through 
their 


first European campaign in Italy. 
same troops won international renown, 
when, in 1870-71, their desperntf! light 
ing proved one of the most, serious nb 
staclcs in German success upon mop 
than Olio battlefield.

Jlr. and 'Mrs. Hackett had been married 
about three years and a half.

Hackett formerly lived in Monroeville. 


Ilackett was assisting in lowering the 


wire carrying the 4,000 volts of electric- 
ity when, it is believed, the wire fell 
against his head, causing a circuit. That 
it must have been grounded is the opin- 
ion of the other workmen. He was not 
badly burned, there being slight burns 
on his head, left hand and right foot. 


Hackett had been in the employ of 


the traction 'company for a' number of 
years, at one time acting as "trouble 
shooter." Some years ago he also was 
employed as an electrician by the Penn- 
sylvania company. He is survived by a 
wife.

Albany. X. V., April 0.—One of the 


largest spots ever seen by astronomers 
is now visible on the surface of 
the 


sun and, according to the scientists who 
have measured it, it is about 
54,ISO 


miles in diameter or several times larg- 
er than our earth. Along with this spot 
is a smaller one which extends over an 
area of about 150,000 miles in length. 


Many of the various opinions 
have 


been held as to what, if any. influence 
these sun spots have on the earth, hut 
astronomers arc now pretty generally 
agreed'that they have practically 
no 


influence whatever unless it be that 
they may cause magnetic storms. 


Professor Benjamin Boss, director of 


the Dudley observatory in Albany, when 
asked about the phenomenon said: 


".Sun spots as they are called appear 


at somewhat regular periods reaching 
the maximum about every eleven years. 
The last maximum period of spots was 
in 1005 so another maximum is due, in 
IfllG. In. maximum periods the number 
of the spots run as high sometimes a-s 
one hundred, while in normal 
times 


there are''ho spots visible on '.the sun. 


Nature of Sun Spots. 
•> 


"A 'sun spot is a disturbance on the 


surface of that body. They are prob- 
ably the result of an eruption of gases 
and what we sec -are the gases falling 
back .into the sim. 
A 
curious 
fact 


about sun spots is that they revolve in 
spiral form like a whirlwind and no 
two spots, when they appear in pairs, 
as they generally do, revolve in 
the
